* Open Space Commission: Representative Garry Plunkett provided the Commission
with a handout delineating suggested changes to section 1004 of the charter, which
would more clearly define open space and acknowledge and provide legal standing
for the stewardship currently done by volunteers.

* Joanne Arruda: Ms. Arruda provided a handout to the Commission, delineating
suggested changes to section 1210 — “Termination, Suspension and Removal from



office”. Ms. Arruda felt that some of the current language was vague, with the
suggested changes helping to clarify the procedure. Ms. Arruda also felt that it was
necessary to have an appeal process for all employees clearly spelled out in the
charter.
